Stains are always before the public. 
All kinds of stains arc continually ap- 
pearing on all sorts of articles ami fab- 
What will remove one stain is 
very likely to make another slain grow 
larger and more distressingly conspi- 
cuous. 

Here an a few single directions for 
the removal of the most common 
stains : 

Fruit Stains — The simplest method 
of removing these is to place the 
stained part of the cloth over a bowl 
and continue pouring boiling water 
through until the stain disappears. 
If this is done soon after the article 
is stained there will be no trouble in 
most cases. Oxalic acid will also re- 
fruit stains. Hut three ounces 
of the crystals in a bottle with half 
a pint of water and have the prepara- 
tion ready for use. When stains are 
to be removed, have a large pail of 
water and a boitle of hous 
monia on hand. Wei the stained 
parts with the acid, and then rub. 
When the stains have disap| 
put the article in the water, t 
thoroughly in several waters, and wet 
the parts with the ammonia, t hat all 
trace of the acid may be removed. 
Finally rinse again. 

Grease Spots. --To remove them 
from delicate fabrics like silk, crepe, 
ribbons, etc., spread the articles 
stained on a clean cloth and cover with 
powdered French chalk or Fuller's 
earth, Roll up the article and put it 
away for a few weeks, and il will be- 
come clean. Where soap and hoi 
water can be used, wash tli 
very hot water, using plenty ol 
Then rinse well. French chalk may be 
red and mixed with cold water 
to make a thick paste. Spread this on 
ease spot and let it remain for 
several days, then brush off. if the 

stain has not entirely disappeared, ap- 

pi^.the mixture a second tunc. 

Coffee, Tea and Wine Stains.— If 
-tains on table linen arc of long 

standing, and have been washed 
soap, it is rather difficult to gel rid of 
them. Hut javelle Water — whie 
be made at home or bought of a drag- 
gist — i rally m< 
Hut about half a pint of javelle water 
and a quart of clear water in 
earthen bowl; let the stained article 
soak in tin- era! hours.

Ink Stains.— Tear blotting paper in 
pieces and hold the rou - on 

the ink when it is fi ailed, or 

cover the spot with Indian meal, or 
the liquid ink may be absorbed by 
cotton batting. If ink be spilled, 
upon a carpet, cut a lemon in tw 

i part of the rind and rub the 
lemon on (he stain. If the ink- 
Stained article be washed inimedia 
m several waters and then in milk, let- 
ting it soak in the milk for several 
hours, the stain will disapj , 
Washing the article immediately in 
vinegar and ml then in a 

and Water, is another remedy which 
will remove all ordinary ink stains, 
matter what substance be used to 
remove ink, the stain must be rubbed 
well. If the article stained be a 
Carpel On the floor, use a brush.

inhabitants of Tibur to make every 
effort in order that the players should 

be restored to the Romans. The 

Tibuitines, having promised not to 
neglect anything necessary for lh.it 
purpose, caused the flute-players to 
come to the place where the Senate 
met and exhorted them lo go back to 
Koine. Seeing that they could not 
•I upon them to do so, thev em 

ployed a stratagem in keeping with 

(heir character. On a day of festival, 
under the pretext that music would 
increase the joy of the feast, every 
citi7.cn invited the flute players in- 
dividually lo his house, and Wine, of 
which people of thai profession are 
usually fond, was given to them in 

such quantities that they fell into a 

.hep sleep. They were then throw n 

into wagons and transported to Koine.

Those staying at the Institution en- 
joyed a rare sight on Saturday even- 
ing last.

blooming of four buds of a night - 
blooming cereus. This wonderful 
phmt belongs to the Cactus species and 
is called the Corfu* Grand\florU&. 
The flowers arc very large, beautiful 
and SWeet-SOented. The calyx is of a 
splendid yellow, enclosing live or six 
pure-white petals. Il begins to open 
ill the evening, al n o'clock, 

and in a couple of hours is in full 
bloom. During four or five hours 

the flower is unsurpassiiigly beautiful, 

bill before morning it has closed 
again forever. There are several 
buds still on the plant, which are ex- 
pected to bloom in September, and 
the pupils will be entertained and in- 
structed by an object lesson of this 
wonderful plant ami tlow er. 

Past week, Messrs. Jones and Cook, 
under the supervision of Principal 
Currier, carefully removed the con- 
tents of the mineral, oonohologioal and 
curio cabinets In the main hall.
